No veteran of World war II is 
required to join a labor union to

Tins policy, followed by the 


agency for months, is laid down 
specifically in a new Selective 
Service handbook prepared for the 
guidance of draft boards in aid- 
ing veterans. 


The handbook slates: 
"Union membership or other 


conditions not enumerated in the 
(draft) law may not . . . be re- 
quired of a veteran as a prerequi- 
sile lo his reinstatement.'1 


The handbook also leitcrates 


Selective Services' position that 
all veterans 
have an absolute 


right to reinstatement in the jobs 
they left to enter service.

It means that 
Selective Service holds that it was 
the intent of congress that vet-

Spheres of influence certainly 


are the cause of the disturbance 
—just as had been expected. It's 
all very well to make the idealist- 
ic claim that sphere of influence 
are bad and shouldn't exist, but 
practically they do exist and will 
continue to exist until our world 
has been remodeled into the per- 
fect peace set-up. 


What makes the situation much 


more complicated is the fact that 
the German and Italian spheres of 
influence—and they were large 
have been dumped willy-nilly into 
the open market. 
Those spheres 


will be absorbed by some power, 
and we are now in process of 
finding out who's who.

Then, of course, the westward 


thrust of Russian influence has 
created an entirely new factor 
There are bound to be spots where 
soviet and British interests clash 
and where other interests con- 
flict.

A Time of Confusion 


Right now there is a good deal 


of confusion in the public: mind 
over the highly important matters 
of occupation policy for Japan and 
demobilization of our own Army. 


Some of it comes from official 


sources and some from unofficial

Washington—Although the full 


employment bill is being pushed 
through congress into law by a 
prepondeiant favor Jor it-—and 
there is no objection to the basic 
hopefulness ol its theory- -no one 
seems to know what it means, or 
even where it came Irom. By great 
odds, it is the most uncertain and 
unc'laniied piece of legislation of 
my time here. 


I have been calling it a CIO bill 


because the CIO has campaigned 
for it in the usual expensive and 
prepossessing manner which ob- 
scures other backing and monopo- 
lizes the publicity. But C'JO plan- 
ners did not write it. The numer- 
ous senators whose names are at- 
tached as co-authors will give you 
little satisfaction 
if you 
inquire 


but important Army spokesmen, where they got the notion of pass- 
General Eichelberger has said that 
if the Japs behave themselves the 
occupation may not last more than 
a year. General Wamwright, with 
his painfully acquired knowledge 
of Japanese 
character, 
says it 


should continue for 20 years. Gen- 
eral Barney Giles has upped the 
occupation estimate to a full cen- 
tury'. ._ 


Generals won't decide the length 


of occupation or initiate any for- 
mal government 
policy, 
though 


they may be consulted. When the 
State Department announced that 
Japanese policy would be made in 
Washington, not by American oc- 
cupation forces, it was stating an 
obvious fact. It was also, by gen- 
eral agreement, rebuking General 
MacArthur. 


This rebuke may have been 


called forth by the general's re- 
mark about reducing the occupa- 
tion forces in Japan to 200,000 in 
six months. 
Or it may have been 


Because of some unpublicized dis- 
agreement over policy or operation 
between Washington and MacAr- 
thur headquarters. 
At any rate, 


it succeeded in getting the public 
pretty well mixed up. 


Some people seem to have the 


idea that the 200,000 figure ap- 
plies to the whole postwar Army 
in the Pacific. They are disturbed 
by the feeling that we are taking 
unnecessary chances with Japan. 


In other quarters there is an 


apparent fear that the Army is 
retaining a lot of men needlessly, 
although the immediate size of 
our force in Japan is not the de- 
termining factor in demobilization. 


Probably most of this confusion 


Is inevitable, and probably the only 
remedy for much of it is patience. 
It takes almost as long to unwind 
from a war as it does to wind up 
for one. There are still supply 
and transportation problems, as 
well as separation-center bottle- 
necks, to slow the rate of demob- 
ilization. 


But there is an element of dan- 


ger in this impatience. Every fam- 
ily with a member in the armed 
forces wants that member home as 
quickly as possible. That is right 
and natural. And because it is, it 
might tempt some congressmen 
and other 
officials to turn the 


ing a law proclaiming the right to 
work which has always existed, 
legally, 
constitutionally and 
by 


custom. The original draft of then- 
bill was probably composed, as 
nearly as I can ascertain, by the 
promising to share whatever work 
the government gives is a realis- 
tic right. 
But this is all tar be- 


hind American ideals and rights 
which already go much further, 
promising among 
other things, 


freedom of work at one place or 
another and the right not to work. 
* * * 


Even this would not be so per- 


plexing except that both sponsors 
and amendors of this righl-to-work 
bill agree it carries no legal rights. 
Co-Author Thomas of Utah may 
not have been pinned down on that 
point yet. but Co-Author Murray 
and Amendor Taft, and all the 
others, seem 
agreed 
no citizen 


could sue an employer or the gov- 
ernment for a job, or get out" an 
injunction, or that a labor union 
could sue, or get the courts to 
make someone establish jobs or 
wages, hours or anything. This, 
they all say, is just a declaration 
of policy by congress, no matter 
how it is worked. Its authors par- 
ticularly deny that it is a trick 
to establish a legal basis for a 
whole new conception of law in 
which the unions or individual 
workers could build up decisions 
through this new supreme court 
to indict the government or em- 
ployers 
and 
perhaps 
establish 


criminal penalties.

If it does not do this, then what 


whole thing into a political foot- 
ball. 


Congress already has its eyes 


on the 19-16 elections. And what 
the country doesn't need right now 
is a scramble of legislators to see 
who can make the most promises 
for quickest demobilization, and 
to introduce numerous hurried 
and ill-considered and time-wast- 
ing bills to implement those prom- 
ises and impress the voters. 


The immediate result could only 


be more confusion. 
And the ul- 


timate result might be a national 
defense based on blind fnith in 
the atomic 
bomb and another 


skeleton Army and Navy. 


does it do? 
Well, ita sponsors 


rather frankly indicate they look 
on it as a political propaganda 
step, 
establishing 
a policy-peg 


upon which they can hang future 
legislative demands. 
Particularly 


they want big spending appropria- 
tions made in the future, and they 
will then say: "The policy of every 
man a job has been established so 
this appropriation must be made 
to give him u job." Or they can 
build up <t demand that the Alumi- 
num Company be broken up for 
that reason, or that all black nail 
be made white because it would 
create jobs in the hair dyeing in- 
dustry. 


This makes it seem unimpoitant 


because congress retains the right 
to appropriate or. not appropriate 
regardless of this undefined dec- 
laration of an 
unagreed policy. 


Frankly, then I do not know what 
it means, except that everyone will 
ask for government funds if there 
is 
unemployment — which 
would 


happen anyway; indeed the gov- 
ernment is already .spending for 
that purpose, and has been for 15 
years.

claims to have counted 3,000 jobs 
seeking men in the classified sec- 
tion of the Sunday paper which, 
incongrously featured in the news 
the legislative slogan, "Kvery man 
a job " The bill does nothing about 
that either. It does not proclaim 
the rifiht of the job to a man, al- 
though that problem seems more 
pressing at thi.s particular time.

when she wrote in her autobiogra- 
phy, in 1937, "all members of my 
husband's family x x x standing as 
they did, together in a clan x x 
usually retrieved their mistakes 
and the whole family profited."
